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Pope hits at any 
diminution of 


divinity of Christ 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — The Vatican’s 
congregation responsible for guarding against 
doctrinal errors has criticized those who stray 
from Catholic teaching on the divinity of Jesus. 

The Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith, 
once known as the “Holy Office,” issued a 
statement on what it termed “some recent 
errors.” The document was ratified and con- 
firmed by Pope Paul. 


Ata general audience later the Pope backed up 
the statement again by cautioning that doctrines 
on Christ and the Trinity ‘here and there... 
have not been correctly interpreted and ex- 
pressed by several authors.” 


BECAUSE OF this, he said, there is ‘grave 
danger of irreverence toward the mysteries 
themselves and of deformation of our faith.” 


Vatican observers saw in the statement a 
direct link to the publication recently of a new 
catechism for use in teaching religion courses in 
Catholic high schools in the Netherlands. 


The congregation’s statement, signed by 
Cardinal Franjo Seper, stressed as contrary to 
faith a claim that Jesus has not existed for all 
time and that he is not separate and distinct from 
the Father and the Holy Spirit. 


“WHEN THE MYSTERY of the divinity and 
eternity of Christ, Son of God, is abandoned, the 
truth of the Holy Trinity also is destroyed and 
with it the truth of the Holy Spirit which has 
proceeded from all eternity from the Father and 
the Son,” the statement said. 


The congregation said it is contrary to Catholic

stewardship goal. 


AS THE FINAL stages of the drive gained 
momentum, 75 parishes had met or passed their 
target. 


There were 50 parishes which had not reached 
75 per cent of their goal and four were still below 
25 per cent. 


These were Christ the King, San Diego: Sacred 
Heart, Brawley, St. Mary’s, Redlands, and St. 
Joseph’s, Big Bear Lake. 


PASTORS and parish stewardship chairmen 
will present final reports to regional mod- 
erators who will report to Bishop Maher at 


meetings on March 21 in San Bernardino and 
March 22 in San Diego. 


The campaign will continue for those parishes 
seeking to meet-their target. 


Of the diocesan $2 million total, $700,000 is 
earmarked for education, $300,000 for seminary 
training; $250,000 each for Catholic Community 


Services and parish loans, and $500,000 for 
parish needs. 


FATHER WILLIAM Cooney, diocesan 
stewardship coordinator, called the over-the-top 
report ‘‘most gratifying to the many 
parishioners and pastors who have made 
numerous sacrifices.”’ 


“Stewardship ’72 is a success not only in 
financial terms, but also in the renewal and 
acceptance by the laity throughout the diocese of 
the stewardship themes of time and talent,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Many parishioners have indicated their 
willingness to become more involved in the life of 
the parish: and in parish activities. 


“WE SOMETIMES think of stewardship as 
pertaining only to financial support; but this is 
not correct. Stewardship is concerned with life 
and in living we must use all our resources — our 
time, talent and treasure — for use in service to 
God; to return to Him a just portion of His many 
blessings.’

CALIFORNIA’S first 
ordinations took place Dec. 
18, 1841 but only tonsure and 
minor orders were con- 
ferred, not the priesthood. 

And the ceremony was 
held—not in the mission 
church which was “tumbling 
into ruins” — but in the pre- 
sidio chapel on the bluff 
where Father Junipero Ser- 
ra founded his first mission 
in 1769, naming it after San 
Diego de Alcala. 

The ordinations were 
conducted by Bishop Garcia 
Diego y Moreno, OFM, who 
in 1840 had been named first 
Bishop of the Californias by 
Pope Gregory XVI and 
assigned San Diego as his 
seat. : 

BISHOP DIEGO y Moreno 
administered orders to three 
“ecclesiastical students’’ 
identified only as Jimenez. 
Rosalez and Ambris. He also 
confirmed 125 persons in the 
chapel. 

History records that 
“nowhere is mention made 
of a visit (by Bishop Diego y 
Moreno) to the mission 
which, however, the bishop 
doubtless went to see with 
his attendants.” 

Father Vincente Pasqual 
Oliva was in charge of the 
mission then, but no mention 
of him is recorded when 
Bishop Diego y Moreno 
visited the mission. 

“FATHER OLIVA must 
have paid his respects to the 
new head of the Church in 
California at the presidio or 
Old Town of San Diego, but 
his presence is not noted 
anywhere,’ according to 
mission history. 

The mission was relocated 
from the presidio to its 
present, site in Mission 
Valley in 1774 and then again 
in 1776 following the 
disastrous Indian attack.

1,500 hear Cardinal Suenens 


“Church on eve of something big’

THE CHURCH is the Holy 
Spirit living and at work in 
every Christian, Cardinal 
Leon-Joseph Suenens of 
Belgium told more than 1,500 
people who packed Our Lady 
of Grace church last 
Thursday. 


_ “The soul of the Church is 
the spirit of Christ in us,’’ he 
said, stressing that the 
Church does not exist ‘if 
Christ is not in you, in every 
baptized Christian.” 


Christians should welcome 
“the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit, opening their hearts 
and minds to Christ,” he 
said. ; 


THOSE WHO say that 
Christ works outside the 
Church, observed the Arch- 
bishop of Malines-Brussels 
“don’t see enough of Christ 
in themselves and that’s 
why they don’t see him in 
the Church.” 


One of the Church’s more 
outspoken progressives who 
had a major role in the 
Second Vatican Council, 
Cardinal Suenens said 
Christians must ask them- 
selves this key question: 


“What does Christ and the 
Holy Spirit mean to me 
today?” 

HE REFERRED to the 
‘‘visible’’ aspects of the 
institutionalized Church, 
now experiencing a renewal 
at all levels, and the ‘‘in- 
visible’’ aspect—the 
mystery of Christ, both man 
and divine. 

‘“‘We were created,’ he 
said, ‘‘to know Christ and to 
make him known to others, 
to love Christ and make 
others love him.”’ 

Today, he continued, ‘‘the 
Church is in a state of 
rediscovery, renovation, of 
the true meaning of the 
Church as the people of 
God.”’ 

“WE ARE ON the eve of 
something very big and 
important in the Church,’’ he 
said, adding that ‘‘while the 
Church has not yet reached

Cardinal Suenens stressed 
the ‘‘co-responsibility”’ in the 
Church today, saying that 
from the laity to the Pope 
each Christian has a com- 
plementary role to play as 
followers of Christ. 


He pointed to the Church 
“entering a new evangelical 
time and a new charismatic 
renewal.”’ 


NOTING THAT this 
charismatic movement must 
be viewed by Catholics as 
distinct from the traditional 
Pentecostal denominations, 
Cardinal Suenens § said 
Catholics see the movement 
as “‘the Holy Spirit at work 
leading us back to the reality 
of Christ.” 


The movement, he said, 
may lead Catholics to 
“discover Christ in their own 
personal way and to ex- 
perience a personal en- 
counter with God.”’ 


Christians, he continued, 
must open the Scriptures to 
find Christ for themselves. 
-We see in the Gospels, he 
said, that Christ came to 
give us hope and love. 


“HOW TO LOVE each 
other with the love of God 
should be the reason for my 
life, the reason for my 
hope,” he said. 


“The need is for Christians 
to become more and more 
Christian, with the spirit of 
Christ in us and with a new 
understanding of Christ,” 
said the cardinal. 


“We are living in a time 


‘when saints are at work. 


“The spirit of God is living 
more than ever with us... 
and he is behind the scene 
waiting for us that we should 
believe it with all our hearts 
and souls.”’

Our Lady must have smiled 


It was fitting that in Our Lady of Grace church a 
prince of the Church came to her rescue last week. 
Cardinal Suenens admitted that Vatican II might have 
appeared ‘‘cold and aloof’’ about the position of Our 
Lady in the Church. ‘‘We should be more open to 
receive Mary, the way Christ did,’’ he said. 


I was told that a group of people, rather than go to 
hear the Cardinal speak, spent an hour in ‘‘prayer of 
reparation’’ to counteract the talk. A pity. If they had 
been at Our Lady of Grace they would have heard a 
clear and beautiful explanation of what our faith is all 
about. 

There were no histrionics, just a minor movement of 
the hands from time to time. There were no heresies. 
There was a love for Church and the people of God who 
are the Church, simply expressed but with meaning 
as deep as the ocean. 


“TJ am a man who believes in the faith of 20 cen- 
turies,’’ said Cardinal Suenens. And his smiling 
comment later: ‘‘I don’t know why you in San Diego 
were created, but in Belgium we are created to know, 
to love and to serve God; to make Him known, to make 
Him loved and to make Him served.”’ 


It was obvious that this Cardinal not only loves his 
God, but has a particular love for that jovial man of 
love, Pope John XXIII. 


From Suenens to ‘Superstar’ 


It was unfortunate for some that Cardinal Suenens 
spoke on the same night that Jesus Christ, Superstar 
was being performed in the city. Some young people 
managed to attend both, making the 10 p.m. per- 
formance of Superstar. 


Afterwards one told 
me: ‘In many ways I 
wish I had stayed to hear 
the question time with the 
Cardinal. His talk was so 
inspiring.” 

So there’s no genera- 
tion gap where the Su- 
enens philosophy is con- 
cerned. The 1500 people 
filling Msgr. Thomas Mo- 
loney’s church were at- 
tentative and apprecia- 
tive in the best way. 
But why is it that on 
this important occasion 
we had indifferent am- 
plification? He could be 
heard — but he could 
have been heard better.

Reparations and rationalization 


Those who prayed in ‘‘reparation”’ are possibly like 
those who judge before they have heard all the 
evidence. Some of you may have seen a particularly 
scurrilous attack on Bishop Maher in a San Francisco 
newspaper, repeated possibly in your local paper. 

The attack was written by an Episcopalian 
columnist, the Reverend Lester Kinsolving, who has 
set himself up as judge and jury in examining 
diocesan finances along the California coast. He dealt 
with San Francisco and then Santa Rosa, where 
Bishop Maher was the first bishop before coming to 
San Diego. 
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Some people have sent me the clippings of the at- 
tack, saying virtually that they refuse to subscribe to 
Stewardship ’72 if this is the bishop who’s going to 
handle the money. Just like those who prayed rather 
than hear Suenens—judging ahead of the evidence. 

Rev. Kinsolving is so wrong. His pen is quick to seize 
upon half-truths and rumor and blow them out of 
proportion. The $12 million debt he alleges burdens the 
Santa Rosa diocese—blaming Bishop Maher—is utter 
nonsense. His figures must come from a source which 
needs a new computer. 


Smear tactics 


The Kinsolving smear campaign — and really it is 
nothing better than that — would not have been worth 
a comment had it not gained so much credence. Much 
of it is the result of unfortunate publicity given in the 
Santa Rosa diocese by Bishop Maher’s successor, 
particulary over the bishop’s residence. Bishop Mark 
Hurley does not appear to have gone out of his way to 
quelch rumor and gossip, although he has now 
produced a statement which shows that $7 million of 
the so-called ‘‘debt’’ was ‘‘an internal debt between 
parishes and the diocese.’’ Current liability is $3.5 
million, he states. 

As was to be expected, the Rev. Kinsolving turned 
his attack to San Diego last Sunday, but found to his 
amazement an open door policy on diocesan accounts 
which took the wind out of his sails. His interview with 
Father Donald Kulleck, president of the Priests’ 
Senate, showed that Bishop Maher has made no secret 
of the $5 million debt here (larger when he came) and 
steps taken to reduce it. 

If you prefer the Kinsolving version to the facts, you 
have only to see this latest article. He quotes both 
Father Kulleck and Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, chancellor, 
as stating that the present bishop’s residence in San 
Diego ‘‘was acquired by Bishop Francis Furey.” 

This, like so much of his material, is nonsense. Both 
Father Kulleck and Msgr. Eagen know well that it was 
acquired for Bishop Charles F. Buddy way back in 
1937 when he became first bishop here. 


Those who refuse to contribute to Stewardship on 
the pretext of the news gossip are simply rationalizing 
their initial decision to refuse. 


Till it hurts 


Fortunately the bulk of the people of God have 
responded nobly and generously to the Stewardship ’72 
appeal and have given time, talent and treasure. An 
excellent example of what can be done in a small 
parish and non-affluent community can be read on 
page 12. 


I stopped by in El Centro on my way to speak in 
Phoenix last week and learned the story of their en- 
deavors and sacrifices at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
parish. 


The ‘‘parish that blew its top’ and shattered its 
target did not doit the easy way. There was no big and 
generous benefactor who pushed the total way up. It’s 
astory of giving ‘“‘till it hurts’’—like the woman who is 
giving up the money she put aside for vacation. 


How many of us would do the same?

Plank in the eye 


In recent weeks there has been great public 
debate over alleged or actual scandals in- 
volving the dollar sign. They range from the 
extraordinary hoax over the ‘‘autobiography”’ 
of Howard Hughes to the promised financial 
help for the GOP convention in San Diego. 


The current series of primary elections has 
again raised the thorny question of dollars, 
favors and honesty in public life. 


It is easy to be quick to judge. Most of us are 
ready, at the slightest pretext, to leap in and 
make snap judgments over issues which we 
can, at best, only gauge through mass media 
concerned more with impact than with facts. 


If men have been guilty of avarice and seized the 
chance to make a dollar their objective, at the 
sacrifice of a principle, it is cause for regret. It 
is not, however, the cause for condemnation. 


For, when all is examined, which of us has not at 
sometime been guilty of putting the dollar sign 
above our Christian principles in whatever 
motivates us? How many can say, before a 
crucifix, that they never put the dollar sign 
before the sign of the cross?

From the context in which Luke places this incident Jesus 
could hardly be depreciating the efforts of Martha since 
Christ had just praised them in the Good Samaritan. 


However, Jesus is setting up priorities, viz. — in our 


relationship to God it is better to receive (faith) than to give, 
but in our relationship to people it is better to give (love) than 
to receive. 


Jesus faced a similar testing of his values in the desert 
when Satan suggested that he turn stone into bread. ‘‘Man 
does not live on bread alone but on every word that comes 
from the mouth of God,’’ (Matthew 4:4) sets things in proper 
order. 


In the discourse on the Bread of Life we see the same 
arrangement: ‘“‘Do not work for the food that cannot last, but 
work for food that endures to eternal life, the kind of food the 
Son of Man is offering you.” (John 6:27). 


‘“‘We ourselves have known and put our faith in God’s love 
towards ourselves.’’ (1 John 4:16) Thus, it is in receiving the 
love that God has for us that we are able to love others; or as 
John puts it, ‘‘since God has loved us so much, we too should 
love one another.’’ (1 John 4:11) 


The reason for this has always been that from the begin- 
ning the Word that was spoken to us ‘‘was God .. . (and) 
through him alli things came to be.” (John 1:2) Since, 
therefore, ‘‘we belong to Christ and Christ belongs to God,”’ 
(1 Corinthians 3:23) we have all that is God’s in Christ.

Where money matters but people count. 
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As women will. . .

Equality does not mean identity 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking... about women! Specifically, 
we were discussing the avenues open to 
women in the Church and the role of 
women in religion. 


Cardinal Suenens recently expressed 
the belief that women must play an 
expanding part in the Church and 
should occupy ‘‘policy-making’’ roles 
in the Church, but not to take over the 
province of the male. Equality, he said, 
does not mean identity. 


Many of us who, like the cardinal, are 
tired of talking about the ‘‘in- 
stitutional’’ Church, about ‘‘roles’’ and 
‘‘identity’’ nevertheless find it 
necessary to take issue on the question 
of the role of women in the Church, if 
only because it is an issue of the 
moment. 


WE MAY SAY WITH truth that the 
role of women, both in the Church and 


out of it, is dictated by men. But the 
converse is also true. The role men 
play is very largely projected to them 
by women. 


Men are molded by their mothers 
and their wives to a startling degree, 
and directed in their life style and 
occupation. Male freedom is largely a 
myth. They are as concerned with 
achieving status and admiration in the 
eyes of their women as vice versa. 


Many of the restrictions under which 
we women now claim to suffer have 
been, beneath all the male chauvinist 
postulation, protective in essence. 


MUCH OF THE SEX-discrimination 
against which women chafe today 
found its source in measures based on a 
realistic assessment of the male

responsibility to provide and defend, 
and female vulnerability as the cradle 
and the crucible of the race. 


This clear definition of roles is not 
likely to suffer any radical change as 
long as men remain men and women 
remain women. Equality between 
sexes must always allow for difference. 


Women manifestly have a role in the 
Church. The traditional emphasis on 
Mary, her primacy as the mother of the 
Christ, says this as emphatically as it 
can be said. 


NO MORE THAN Mary usurped the 
prerogative of Christ’s priesthood, do I 
see women infiltrating the traditional 
priesthood of the Church. Priestesses, 
as a cursory glance at history will 
reveal, were something very different 
from priests in the Christian context. 


Yet their emphasis may be equally 
pastoral. In the sense that the vocation 
of the priest is to minister to the people 
ina teaching, guiding capacity, women 
may and should fulfill a priestly call- 
ing. 

But we have something different to 
give. There is a feminine quality which 
offers a different dimension, a specific 
perspective, a particular emphasis of 
great value. 


WHETHER OR NOT we believe in 
the revelations of Lourdes and Fatima, 
it is significant that, for many 
thousands, Christ is revealed and 
vitalized through the emphatic 
femininity of his mother. 


The question, it seems to me, is not 
that women should fill some other role 
in the Church, but that they should fill 
their present one more effectively. 


If our contribution, as laywomen or 
religious, has not been or is not being 
valued in some areas, perhaps it is 
because it has not yet been of sufficient 
value in those fields. 


AS EDUCATORS; teachers of all 
persuasions, purveyors of the gentle, 
pre-eminently Christian virtues of 
fidelity, tenderness, selfless donation, 
leaders and shepherds of the people of 
God, women make a vital contribution. 


More and more, as their Christian 
effectiveness increases, their voice will 
be heard in the Church, heard and 
solicited. After all, what other role is 
there for a Christian than to make 
Christ visible enough in ourselves to 
attract others to him? 


I should be very much surprised if 
Calcutta’s Mother Theresa, that image 
of Christ for so many, wastes much of 
her time hankering for Holy Orders!

Census study: Catholic school 
enrollment down 25% in 5 years 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) — Catholic element- 
ary and secondary schools 
underwent a 25 per cent loss 
of students in the last five 
years, according to a Census 
Bureau study released here. 


The sharp drop, confirmed 
by officials of the National 
Catholic Educational 
Association, was attributed 
to rising costs, the loss of 
teaching nuns and other 
religious and changes in the 
attitudes of Catholic parents 
since Vatican II. 


THERE WAS a 
corresponding 6 per cent 
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increase in public school 
enrollment. 


About 5.4 million children 
— nearly 10 per cent of the 
country’s school population 
— attend private schools, the 
study noted. And of this total, 
about 85 per cent are in 
Catholic schools. 


Over-all enrollment in 
other types of private 
schools has been increasing 
slightly. Drops in boarding 
schools and _ military 
academies have been offset 
by an increase’ in 


coeducational day schools. 
CATHOLIC schools, on the 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of 


other hand, have continued 
to decrease in enrollment 
from a peak of 5.6 million in 


1965. Declining 5 to 8 per 


cent each year since then, 
Catholic education officials 
estimate a present total of 
about 4 million. 


At the present time, less 
than half of the nation’s 
Catholic children attend 
parochial schools. 


The move to the suburbs 
by a large proportion of 
Catholic parents was cited 
by NCEA officials as one of 
the major reasons for the 
decrease in Catholic school 
enrollment. 
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The Church in evolution or revolution? 


By Cardinal Leon-Joseph Suenens* 


A FEW MONTHS AGO, I was asked point- 
blank, to give my views about the present state 
of the Church — whether she is in a state of 
evolution or revolution. My answer was, 
revolution is perhaps too strong, evolution a bit 
weak — but I went on pondering the matter. 


Revolution means a break with the past. The 
French or Russian, Copernican or industrial 
revolutions are evidence of one’s radical change 
from a previous position. Revolution implies 
cutting off, implies discontinuity. 


The Church would not be herself if she was not 
deeply rooted in the past, a past which goes back 
a long way and is connected with the ancient 
covenant and the divine promise to Abraham, 
with the patriarchs and the prophets. It goes 
back on the long, glorious and sorrowful track of 
history. 


CONTINUITY WITH Israel is part of the 
wholeness of Christian life. Perhaps we have 
segregated ourselves too much from the Jewish 
people for numerous reasons, reasons which 
cannot be justified through faith or charity. But 
this is another story. Vatican II, in pronouncing a 
fundamental opposition against all forms of anti- 
semitism whatsoever, restored by this, its faith- 
fulness with its own past- 


The conciliar statement took in account St. 
Paul’s letter to the Romans which states (the 
Church has always in mind the words of the 
Apostle Paul about the people of his own race): 


“They were made God’s sons, theirs is the 
splendor of the divine presence, theirs is the 
covenant, the law, the temple worship and the 
promises. Theirs are the patriarchs, and from 
them, in natural descent, sprang the Messiah, 
son of the Virgin Mary.’’ (Romans 9:4-5). 


IT ALSO REMINDS us that:the Apostles, the 
founders, the pillars of the Church were of 
Jewish birth. 


Bible scholars insist nowadays that there 
should be a better harmony between the two 
covenants. A book recently published in the 
U.S.A. by one of the best experts in Christian- 


Jewish ecumenism, Msgr. Oesterreicher, _ 


carried a significant title — Brothers in Hope. Its 
radicalism resides precisely in making us 
remember the common roots of our forefathers. 


But there is a past nearer at hand which seals 
the Church in her own reality. Facts of the past 
are conditioning her present history and 
enlivening it. Mysteries of God, they grow out of 
history, as happenings which mark the course of 
time. 


DURING EACH Christmas, Easter and 
Pentecost, the Church lives again in the in- 
carnation of Christ, in his rising again, and in the

Holy Spirit he gave us to travel with. The whole of 
this past should be the inspiration of our daily 
life. It is a genuine actuality and even the an- 
ticipation of the future. 


Past, present and future are united in the life 
of the Church as a mystery. This should discard 
any idea of progress in the Church through 
revolution. 

But — and on this we should agree — the 
change which we acknowledge in the Church 
today is also not a gradual evolution of some 
classical type, a quiet progress with no upset. It 
cannot be like the relatively slow evolution of a 
child growing imperceptibly or an acorn 
becoming an oak tree through the internal thrust 
of its sap. 


SOME STRESS, some discomfort, some 
pruning has produced the image of the Church of 
today, which is different from the image of the 
Church of yesterday. However, with the keen 
eyes of faith, these changes remain only on the 
surface without disturbing or negating what is 


fundamental, vital and essential for continuity. 


Nevertheless, to perceive this, we need on one 
hand a vivacious faith which clings to the living 
Christ in a personal encounter and a living 
commitment, and on the other hand a wisdom to 
discriminate what is non-essential from that 
which is essential. ~ 


In restoring a cathedral one does not im- 
provise. He who wishes to bring back the genuine 
Style of a cathedral, Norman or Gothic or 
whatever, must delineate the original from the 
additions which have been made down through 
history. One has to proceed competently and 
tactfully, knowing how to recognize and date all 
the accretions of the past. 


THE CHURCH IS a cathedral marked in - 


different ways by each century. Various styles 
have been superimposed or juxtapositioned on 
her.-This makes it necessary to go back always 
to the original design. 


Let us imagine for example what would have 
happened if St. Peter, instead of dwelling in 
Rome, had remained in Antioch where he did 


live for a time. The nature of papal primacy 
would not have been very different. 
Progressive Christians need a deep love of 
genuine tradition. The conservative Christians 
need to become acquainted with history which 


teaches not relativism but the relativity of many - 


practices canonized through the ages. 


WE ALWAYS surprise the faithful, to quote a 
trivial example, when we tell them that the 
clergy for many centuries did not wear distinc- 
tive clothes and in fact that at certain times 
those who wanted to innovate and to introduce a 
distinctive way of dressing were forbidden to do 
so. 

People are often astonished when you un- 
derline the recent or medieval origin of a 
practice, a devotion, or a theological thesis. In 
the work of finding a positive way of change, one 
must know where the heart of our faith is 
situated and what our supreme and un- 
changeable reasons of living and hoping in 
Christ. 

This kind of research 
demands a climate of 
peaceful objectivity and 
quiet patience. It is good 
for the intellectual to 
know that he also is 
situated in history, in a 
history with an ac- 
celerated rhythm. In a 
few years’ time history 
will have relativized all 
of us. 


HOW MANY fashions 
and infatuations. of 
yesterday have fallen 
into oblivion. One is not 
a progressive twice in 
the same lifetime, a 
friend of mine 
humorously told me. 
There is a long way 
between the Robinson of 
Honest to God and Robinson, the author of Ex- 
ploration into God. There is a great difference 
between the Harvey Cox of The Secular City, and 
Harvey Cox, the author of Feast of Fools. 


What is important is to know that Christian life 
and our faith are located at different depths than 
those of books. It is impossible that God, who 
loves all men and wants to save all men, would 
make our faith on him depend on the latest 
semantic, scientific or philosophical discoveries. 


_ Jesus thanks His Father — it is one of the very 
few lights that Scripture gives us of his inner 
dialogue — for He revealed these things not to 
the scholars, but to those souls which had the 
openness and freshness of childhood. 


EXPRESSION OF truth can be different but 
there is no twofold truth, one for the simple folk 


and the other for the use of the learned. The way - 
of the Gospel is and must be accessible for all. 


It is the humble docility to the light seen and 
lived which opens the way for further approach 
to God. He who doesn’t love God, will not un- 
derstand God. This is from St. John.

What is Church 
teaching concerning 
the payment of taxes, 
either Federal or 
State, when tax monies 
are used for waging an 
unjust war, or for 
making abortion 
readily available? Is it 
not one thing to render 
money unto Caesar 
and quite another to 
render human life, 
directly or indirectly, 
into his hands; human 
life to which he has no 
claim? 

This writer subscribes to 
the old principle: Never 
affirm, seldom deny, always 
distinguish!

a 
society, men have the duty to 
foster its proper and efficient 
carrying out of respon- 
sibilities. Almost 
everywhere, the common 
means for this is monetary 
taxation. 

The proper use of these 
funds is another question. It 
seems to me that what 
should be attacked is not the 
principle of taxation but the 
mis-use of the funds 


collected. This can be done 

by creating strong public 

opinion and by lobbying. 
But what happens when 


lawful means of protest are 
ineffective? Is a person then 
justified in breaking the law 
which is just in itself? 


This brings up the com- 
pblicated and unresolved 
question of civil 
disobedience. 


In days gone by, we had a 
simple solution: the means 
does not justify the end. 
There are many people who 
will not accept this principle. 


So we find ourselves facing 
two considerations: on the 
one hand, a just law

(taxation) sometimes seems 
to be abused; on the other 
hand, however, history 
proves the disastrous folly 
imposed upon society when 
subjectivism runs rampant. 


As for a yes-or-no answer 
to this question, I subscribe 
to the thoughts of T. B. 
Maston who writes in The 
Conscience of a Christian: 


“It seems clear from the 
biblical perspective that any 
disobedience by Christians 
should be done regretfully. 
Also, it should be in such a 
way as not to undermine 


authority. 

“This means, among other 
things, that the right of the 
state to punish will be 
recognized, as well as the 
right of the individual to 
disobey. This in turn means 
that there will be no attempt 
to overthrow the constituted 
authority.” 

And his final conclusion is: 

“Each civil disobedience 
incident or movement would 
have to be judged on its own 
merits.” 


Question: 


‘Is it sinful to smoke 
marijuana and should 
I have to mention it in 
Confession? 


In answering this ques- 


about the traditional and 
fashionable arguments that 
“The law should be 
changed,” or “It’s not worse 
than drinking” or “Scien- 
tists have proved that it is 
not harmful.” 


I agree with the much- 
maligned New Catechism 
which states: 


“Narcotics are par- 
ticularly dangerous, 
because they begin by mak- 
ing life more intense. They 
leave behind them torment- 
ing needs. They must never 
be begun, not even out of 
curiosity.” 


While the ‘degree of sin” 
in this matter is debated, it 
certainly seems that it is a 
proper subject for the sacra- 
ment of confession.

In SYDNEY, Anglican 
Archbishop Michael Ramsey 
of Canterbury said he saw 
the Jesus People as 
demonstrating spiritual 
hunger and boredom with 
the institutionalized Church, 
but warned the movement 
“was likely to make 
“mistakes.”’ 


“The disenchantment of 


young people is two-fold — a: 


revolt against the tradition 
of authority and a greater 
desire to help and serve 
people who suffered,’ he 
said. 


Knights in gift 
to No. Ireland 


In NEW HAVEN, Conn., 
the Knights of Columbus sent 
$15,000 to Cardinal William 
Conway, Primate of All 
Ireland, to help him heal the 
“wounds of strife’ in Nor- 
thern Ireland. 


The Knights said they ‘‘are 
painfully aware that the 
bitter fraternal strife has left 
smarting wounds that need 
healing, personal tragedies 
that require solace and 
irreparable losses that never 
can be assuaged.” 


Nuns open home 
for rape victims 


In DACCA, the Sisters of 
Charity, led by Mother 
Theresa of Calcutta, opened 
a home to care for Muslim 
women raped by West 
Pakistani soldiers during 
last year’s civil war between 
Bengali (Bangladesh). 
nationals and West Pakistan. 


But nuns at the home 
report that shame prevents 
the ravaged women from 
seeking aid during 
pregnancy or after birth.

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Our Lady of Guadalupe in El Centro 
Parish ‘blows its top’ - raises 728% of goal

EL CENTRO — It’s the 
parish that ‘‘blew its top”’ in 
the best possible way. Asked 
to try to raise $1,000 for the 
Stewardship ’72 campaign, 
they raised $7,282 at last 
count. 

It is the parish of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe here, East 
Brighton Street, literally on 
the wrong side of the tracks 
with a community of about 
290 families. 

It’s a national parish 
with the vibrant fervor 
that Mexican-Americans bring 
to their wor: ‘ip. 

THESE THINGS don’t 
come naturally. They spring 
from the spirit engendered 
by a tiny Italian dynamo — 
about 5-foot-3—called 
Dominic De Pasquale. He’s 
the pastor and has been 
there less than a_ year. 
Before that he looked after 
the ‘‘junkies’’ at Norco 
rehabilitation center. 

How did this parish go so 
high over target? Was the 
target too low? Was there a 
big benefactor? The answer 
is “no” in both cases. 

The target is realistic for 
an average parish of this size 
and affluence. There was no 


main benefactor — just 214 
of them. 
OUT OF THE 290 con- 


tacted, 74 per cent, made 
pledges. There were 50 
unable and 12 refused, seven 
had moved and _ another 
seven could not be reached 
for one reason or another. 

The top donation was $500, 
given by a woman who is 
sacrificing her vacation

money, by installments, to 
fulfill her commitment. 

As Father ‘De’ will tell 
you: “The people of this 
parish are giving till it 
hurts.” 

A PARISHIONER told 
me: ‘We hope the diocesan 
office doesn’t think this is 
normal giving, and raises 
our assessment. This is 
giving with sacrifice.” 

The gifts range from a 
single dollar to the one of 
$500. There is another of 
$250, one of $150 and one of 
$125. Forty-two have pledged 
to give $50. The most popular 
gift is $25, from 108 donors. 


There’s the story of real 
sacrifice behind every 
donation. We’ve related the 
working woman who is 
giving her vacation pay. 

THEN THERE’S the blind 
man and his wife who are 
sacrificing from their 
disability payments. 

There are people on 
welfare making their con- 
tributions. 

There is one woman who 
walks for an hour each way 
across those railroad tracks 
to fulfill her pledge of $5 a 
month. 


ONE WOMAN died of 
cancer recently. Propped by 
her deathbed was _ her 
Stewardship card, duly 
completed for $10 — her 
departing gift to her Church, 
for God’s work on earth. 


And there are those who 
cannot give money, who 
come and help with their 
time and talent by helping 
clear the church yard. It’s 
important to have a clear

A WORLD IN VIGIL 


Perhaps one of the most beautiful liturgies we cele- 
brate is the Easter Vigil between Good Friday and Easter 
Sunday . .. a “waiting” between death and resurrection... 
a “watch” for the day after the night. 


This Vigil was of great significance to the early 
Christians, since it was then the catechumens com- 
pleted their religious instructions and were bap- 
tized that night with new water .. . going from the 
darkness (sin) into the light (grace). 


This Vigil, rich with symbolism and poetry, is also 
meaningful for us today, since all liturgy is a reflection 
and celebration of our lives as the People of God. How 
often we experience in our lives a going from darkness 
into light . . . from sin to foregiveness . . . from illness to 
health . . . from ignorance to truth . . . from the small 
“deaths” and sacrifices of life to the resurrections and 


blessings! Thus, the Easter Vigil begins in total darkness . 


and silence . . . we wait . . . unable to see other people 
around us or to communicate with them. But then, Christ, 


-represented by the Paschal Candle, appears in our midst 


shattering the darkness, and from the Light of Christ our 


own candles (lives) receive the light of new life and faith. ‘ 


We now “see” each other in a new light, the light - 


of Christ which lets us see each other as brothers 
and sisters — to stand together as a community and 
pray “Our Father”... to gather around His table 
and celebrate the Passion, Death, and Resurrection 
of Christ. 


Liturgy does not only reflect our own personal lives, but 
the lives of all men. We are a “catholic” community — a 
“universal” community that sees all men as our brothers 
and sisters. If we look at our world today, it is no exag- 
geration to say that the Third World peoples are a world 
in vigil . . . waiting for a light to shatter the darkness of 
their minds and spirits, bringing relief from despair and 
fear, from poverty, disease and: oppression. They wait to 
experience the brotherhood our Faith proclaims; they wait 
to hear the Good News of Easter; they wait . . . and watch 

.. and suffer. 


It is to these that Christ comes today in the person 
of the missionary, teaching, healing, blessing. And 
like the Paschal Candle of the Easter Vigil, YOUR 
SACRIFICE for the missions helps missionaries 
bring the light of Christ, the Good News of salva- 
tion and new life, to a world yet in darkness. 


Please . . . take them with you to the Lord’s table; 
remember them when you pray to Our Father, and as you 
prepare in these final days of Lent to celebrate the pres- 
ence of the Risen Christ in your life at Easter, share the 
light of your faith with those who need to know you love 
them too.
